REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues that Needham does not disclose displaying previously recorded programs in a listing. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Needham teaches that the transmission system is capable of determining whether the program has been stored on a 
secondary PVR ([00191). Therefore, information regarding a previously and locally stored program is received. Figure 1 of 
Needham shows an EPG display that presents past, present and future programs to a user. There is no teaching in Needham 
that states that a recorded program is deleted from the EPG; thus a previously recorded program will be displayed by the EPG 
shown in fig. 1 . Applicant also argues that Ellis in view of Needham does not disclose the single list of recommended titles. 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 1 merely states that a "single list of recommended titles" is displayed. A listing of 
recommended titles (as shown in fig. 16b of Ellis) in coniuction with a listing of previously recorded programs (fig. 1 of Needham) 
can still be interpreted to represent a list of recommended titles, since there are recommended titles present in said listing. The 
present claim 1 does not require a recommended title to come specifically from the group of previously recorded programs. 
Regarding claim 23. the Hendricks reference discloses displaying an advertisement based upon a priority of a programming 
provider (fig. 16, 17). This priority display of ads is a feature that is incorporated into the second list (selectable advertisement) of 
Ellis by the combination of the Ellis and Hendricks references. .
